THE GHINA 


OHINA ACUEPTS THE CHALLENGE. 
TMPARIaL EDICT ON THE WAR, 
Anat aight, the Chinese Mail (Wah Tex 
Yat Po) received an Thporial Eulet relative 
“to the crisis in Corea, Tho Edict, which 
bore the date of Ist Aagust, was tele-” 
graphed fccra the North, and was in the 
following terms :—It is known all over the 
world that Corea has been, ard ptill is, a 
dependensy of our great Chinesc Empire, 
and that tribute haa been sent annually to 
China for the last 200 years, Within tho last 
ten years rebellions have bean of frequent 
cccurtence in that country, and have been 
repeatodly subdued by China. Thoro was 
again a robellion in the 4th Moon of this 
yoar, and the King of Corea earneatly 
invoked assistance from us, Viceroy Li 
Hung Ohang was, scoordingly, ordered te 
despatch troops to Corea, and just as 
thé troops xeachad Aaan the rebellious 
parties ‘were dispolled. But Japan, 
without any justification, anddenly pours 
ed troops into. the Capital af ores. 
The Japaneso force was subsequently 


augmented to over 10,000 atropg, with a 
view to coerce Curea to change its Govern. 
ment. The attitude of the present dynasty 
towards China’s dependencies (including 


now by the Board. 


Corea) has bean, while extending protection 

_ to thom, to allow them a freo hand as to 
tho forms of governmgnt they might adopt. 
The treaty made between Japan aud Corea 
wag in turma of equality, and it had nothing 
in it which allowed Jupan ta compel her by 
force to chango her form of Governmant. 
The other Powera, knowing that Japan has, 
without any reason or justification, at- 
tempted. to coerca Cores, tried to influence 
her to recall her troops and to came to an 
amicable settlement on the pointe of dispute 
betwoon her and China. To these remon- 
stranees Japan turned a deaf oar, and, 
moreover, ia still contiouing to strengthen 
her position in Corea. As a consequence 
tho people of Corea and Chinese moer- 
shanta resident in that place wera sub- 
jectod to unnecessary disturbances and 
dangers. To protest them Ohina there- 
fore sent reinforcements, but our trane- 
ports wero attscked unawaron on the way 
by a Inpanese fact in the waters in front of 
‘Asan, and several transporis were damaged. 
Now, it is apparent to all that Japan is 
utterly disregarding hor treaty obligations 
and the dpmmon course of righteousness, 
and is most haughty and insidious in hor 
conduct, and it behoves Chins to proolaim 
to the whole world that China, while obser- 
ying the most bonovelent and righteous 
principles throughout the wholo affair, can- 
not tolorate any more Japan’s violations «f 
treaty obligations and her otterly unjus'i- 
fiablo step of taking «flensive measure . 
Li Hung Chang is now, therefore, or. 
dered to send, without loa of time, 
largo armies to Ovrea so aa to rescue 
the people of Corea from sufferig deva- 
station wt the hands of the Japanese. He 
is also ordered to instrust tho Manchu 
Generals, the Viceroys, and the Governors 
of the vorivus maritime provinces to keep 
avigilunt watch so ag to prevent any Ja- 
pancee ships from entering any ports ain‘ 
to fire ab and utterly destroy any ships 
which may attempt to molest the porta 
Any officer showiuy disinclination to di-- 
charge this duty will be severely punished.

THE SANITARY BOARD. 
Tho following is a foll report of the im- 
portaut paris of yesterday's mecting of the 
Sanitary Board: :

DBAFT REPLY TO THE GOVERNON'S MINUTE. 


De Aartigan—I move that the draft reply 
be referred back to the sub-committee for 
modification before being forwarded to the 
Goverment, or eleo that it bo modified 
T havo read tho draft 
carefally, ond compared it with, the Ordi- 
nance, and ia my opinion it in not only in- 
accurate but inadequate, and if sunt as it 
stands I believe it would leave us open to 
a very decided snub and rejuihder from the 
Govornmont, The Minute of tho Governor 
asks why we have not done certein things, 
which some one certainly should have dona, 
and which ho ‘soya the Board has clearly 
for yoara posaosaed the power to do. Now, 
Task, ia it likely that His Excellency would 
hove made such an assertion a6 that with- 
out having first consulted his legal advisers ? 
Thexefore I should cay it is the opinion 
of the Crown's legal advisers that we do 
possess these powers, Now, in face of 
that, for na to say thot we do mot posaces 
these powers, is { thick to say the least of 
it not warranted. Under sce. 13 of the 
Health Ordinance we ‘havo power to do 
ereryth.ng, as far ae J can sea, that we are 
called upon to do. We say we havo no 
power to closo houses nor to prevent over- 
crowding, nor tu remedy defective drainage 
—whyt Becausa we have not made 
byelaws. Then we aro told we cannot 
mule byelaws to prevont overcrowding— 

The President—I do not remember any- 
one on the Board ever - having said 
wo had no power to make byelawa tg 
deal with overcrowding. You will. find 
Part [V deala with that. Tho Board 
has mede byslaws, and it is not 
altogbthier the fault of the Board that 
those bye-lawa hate not been put into force. 
But the miaute does not refer to that. 

_ Dr Hartigan—Well, I will leave the over- 

crowding question out, and confine myself 
to what: His Excellency nays in the minute. 
Section -13 gives us power todo what we 
have net.done, Section 15. gives it the 
atatusoflaw. Further, section 83 punishes 
infringoments of the Board’s bye-lawe as 
infringements of this Ordinance, both 
alike, showing that the byc-lawa of the 
Bonrd are to have the force of law. Not- 
withstanding all that, it ia still said that 
ae have xo power; but what J should say 
is that we have not made bye-laea, and 
consequently we bave not enforced them. 
Wo have put the question to no legal test, ao 
how do we know? How can we say we havo 
no legal power? As to right of entry, See. 
16 gives thet, ‘on reasonable presumption 
of nuisance,’ and Sub-section 9 defines a 
pwasnes a8 any act or omission which is in- 
jurious to health, Now, surely avy officer 
of the Board, inspecting any place where 
defecta have erison, could very easily ob- 
fain reasonable presumptive evidence of 
nuisenge, atd thereby get the right of en- 
try. We have not tried to getit, nor asked 
the Government to give ua it if it did not 
sheady exist. Ln auppett of the sams ar- 
gument I would refer to Section 69, which 
gives us the right to enter common lodg- 
ing houses. Has that been used? Bas any 
officer of the Board ever inspected and 
repurted on them? Of all the foor hun- 
dred houses now c-ndemned, bas there 
been a single common lodging houas—— 

The President—Not one. 

Dr Bartigan—Then all that I can aay is 
that it is a very curious condition of things. 

Dr Ho Kai—It is a very strong argu- 
ment for us. 

Tho President—Excogsa me, I will ex- 
plain myself, now if yuu wish. Ivis clear- 
ly stated io (he draft reply that the bouses 
condemued are of three classes, and you 
oxk me if among {hem any common lodging 
house has been permanently and irrevocs- 
bly ahut up; I asy No. 

Dr Hartigan--I did not use that expres- 
sion. 

The President—Of course, shutting up 
simply on account of plague is different. 


Dr Hactigan—That is why I ask—hoa 
any lodging house been shut up because of 
overcrowding? That is the puint I want to 
make clear. The Committee's letter says 
that in the Western aad Central districts 
there are ndmeroos houses as bad 
as any of those already chsed, but 
that wa cannot deal with them because 
we have not tho power, or rather the 
means, for wo have no place to put the 
people into, According to thisdrafe reply, 
+g it new reads, it will be taken to mean 
that when the Permanent Cummitiee is 
dissolvad .nd the epidemio is‘over and the 
Proclamation is withdrawn, we shull not 
hove any power to deal with these cases. 
Now, I absolutely disagree with that. If 
on the other hand instead of going into a 
logal point—there was one puint in regard 
to closing houses, 1 thick itis inferred from 
the letter.that we hive oo power to make 
auch a byo-taw, but we have already made 
one; Sex. 19 of the bye-laws provides for 
compulsory vacatiun gn a doctor's certi- 
ficate, and therafore if we oxn make it in 
one caso why not in another? But 
leaving aside the le-al question, I think 
if the reply confined itself to aaying we 
have not done these things which it 
certainly seems to me to have been some- 
one’s duty to have done, as FE understand 
Dr Ho Kai's amendment we are to say wo 
had not the means to do it—then ] am 
with you. If the reply, inatead of going 
on a legal point, deats with the question on 
the ground that we had too few inspectors 
and had no place to put the people, then 1 
qtite agree. On that very acconnt, one of 
our principal Standing Ordere about over- 
crowding has been ignored. If we had 
said that the Sanitary Inapeotors of this 
Board, ever since its institition, when 
asked for advices, instead of. ‘giving that 
advice, instead of trying to draw. up in- 
dependent advice aud of striking ont 
independent “lines of their own and 
inatead. of trying to carry oyt the 
express wishes and idess of the Board, 
on questions of -houss sanitation sod 
other cognate matters, bad followed 
rigorously the changing plana snd varying 
whims of every. auccessive Surveyor 
General—our late secratery (Mr Hough Mo- 
Callum), himaaelf a most excellent oxecutive 
officer, as.we know, when he was desired 
by this Board and pressed A Mr ¥rancis 
to givean answer to,the question whother he 
‘would carry out the law. against overctowd- 
ing,.said he would not ‘do so unless bo was: 
axpreatly told to do so by the Government ; 
and-that vory question of overcrowding, 
althongh itis not-actually mentioued -by 
the Governor in his Minute, ia practically

Mr Tooker=I second Dy_ Hartigan’s 
motion, and {Iee0 because I feel thorough- 
ly convinced that the reply is not sufficient. 
I think this Board shonkd not mix up a 
question of sanitation with a quostion of 
legality, There is not tho alightest doubt 
that the Board aro not the legal advisers of 
the Crown, and never canbe, They have 
no power to maka hye-laws into faws, but 
they certainly have tha power to frame byo- 
laws as regatds sanitary mattera. As to 
the question of power of inspedtion, I do not 
think any Attorney General ever advised 
the Governuient that tha Board bad no such 
power, ucder-the present Health Ordinance, 


make inapections, What reason, then, hae 
the Board for saying it has no power of 
inspections? 4s Dr Hartigan pointe out, 
I think such a reply would expose the Board 
ton very serious altack, I ventare almost 
to say that up to three or four months 
ago there was not a single member of the 
Board, with perhaps one exception, who 
ever dreamt or imagined in any way that 
the Board was so orippled that it had not

Mr Tooker--I want to show the reason 
why the Board hus failed to carry out its 
duties, 

Mr Leigh—F deny that it bas failed. 

After a little disouasion the President ex- 
plained one or two points of the situation. 
With all due respect, he said that the 
reasoning of the Governor's Minute wag 
based ao a fallacy ; it said thot these houses 
had now been shat up ali at once, so it 
asked why they had net been shut up long 
ago, ‘The answer was that they had cow 
been abut up under special powers, which it 
had been fyond necessary to confirm by 
special Ordinance; and previously those 
puwere had not existed. There could ba no 
comparison between those powers and the 
supposed powers of set. 13 of the Health 
Ordinance. The houses sow closed were 
mostly closed by reason of the plague and 
nothing olse; they happened to be insunitary 
per se, but they wera closed because of 
plague, The merely insanitary houses were 
pu numerous that the Board could not 
attempt to deal with them, on account of 
the lack of accommodation for displaced 
oconpanta. It was a huge task, which this 
Board never could have been expected \to 
undertake. The Board could ouly bave 
asked the Government to do it; but the Go- 
ernment had already o special Ordinance 
for that, lwo or Lhree years ago, At the pre- 
gent crisis, the Pormaneat Committee, with 
ite unuaval powers, had many times aerioualy 
disoussed the possibility ut olesiag up all 
the insapitory basements, etc., but fouad it 
simply impossible; and if the Permanent Com. 
mittes, with such power, could not do it, it 
was absurd to talk of the Board having bad 
power for years lo do if, As to 
the Governor's statement that the Board 
had such power, there waa nothing 
to show that any legal adviser had 
expressed that opinion} whereas the 
Board had two lewyers, whose opinion 
was that it hod not the power, 

Dr Asrea shid thot about four years ugo 
there was a thorough inspection of the 
whole town on the aversrowding question: 

‘The President ag ain ruled ‘ overcrowding” 
irrelevant, 

After a little farther discussion, tho 
President moved (aa an amendment to Dr 
Hartigan’s motion to refer baok) that the 
Board adopt the reply, with such amend- 
mont as might in committee be thought 
desirable, cae 

Dr Ho si eeconded the amendment to 
adept. As one of the sub-committee which 
drafted the reply, be wonld not bave it re- 
-forred back ; he had taken all the troable-ho 
could alrendy. If others could do better they 
were welcome to try, and he for oue would ba 
glad to voto for eny reasonable amendment 
of the draft. Mr Tooker’s remark as to the 
Board having mo business to discuss legal 
points was absurd, for the Hoard. must cous 
sider the legality of its;aots.. It was cere 
tainly not true to ied that the Board hed 
only just now pleaded powerlessness. Five 
yearsago he (Dr Ho Kai):had urged the same 
in regard to the very subject now raisad, 
Aa ‘to legal opinions, of conrss lawyers as 
well ag dootors often:disagreed, dvd in this 
casa it would be.for the judgee or-the public 
fo judge: who was right; but he did protest 
against the contention that just because the

the wept coaet-of South America from the 
blightiag domination of -morlbuud Euro- 
pean, monarchy and more than ‘all the 
wouderfal ‘growth ia population, prodac- 
tive power and commercial capacity of 
the United States, have each year more 
forcibly illustrated the necessity for a more 
direot evenua of trade between the nutions 
of the Atlantio and: the Pacifio,’ The com- 
mittes deems the route proposed by the bill 
not only the most practicable, but the most 
economic and advantageous, In the dis- 
cussion of the nevessity for the canal the ro- 
port saya that the total foreign commere of
